suffer, yet, it will consider the circumstaii-

It need scarce be added here, that a mer 
ciful disposition is one ofthe most amiable 
and endearing accomplishments in man, 
and stands the fairest chance of rendering 
him universally beloved by his fellow crea- 
tures. 

Let us then “as the elect of God, holy 
and beloved, put on bowels of mercy !”

ning or losing, that when stripped of every thing 
else, they will stake at last their liberty and their 
very selves. The loser goes into a voluntary 
slavery, and though younger and stronger than 
his antagonist, su.cers himself to be bound and 
sould. And this perseverance in so bad a cause 
they call the point of honour.’ One would think 
(says Blackstone) that Tacitus was describing a 
modern Englishman. Against a spirit so frantic, 
Jaws can be of little avail, because the same false 
sense of honour that prompts a man to sacrifice 
himself, will deter him from appealing to a ma- 
gistrate.

BLOODY BATTLE IN AFRICA, 

The brig Elizabeth, arrived at Barbadoes, from 
Africa, gives an account of a senguinary confiict 
that lately happened between the Ashantegs, a vers 
powerful race, and a force composed of about 4000 
natives, and others of Cape Coast Castle, an English 
settlement in that neizhbourhood, The tormer 
had, of late, made frequent incursions for the pur- 
pose of plundering the fatter territory, and, in one 
of these, had seized a British: Sergeant, whom they 
murdered, and afterwards mutilated io a Mast hor- 
To avenge this crime, and th¢ insult 
| off-red to the Buglish flag, Sir COM’Carthy, Gover 
nor of Sierta Leone, inmedately prepared this ex- 
pedition, which was formed into three divisions, 
one of which be commanded, and was accompant- 
ed by many merchants # volunteers; before the 
three parties could form a junction, Sir Charlies 
Was imterc. pted by 10,000 of the Ashantees, whom 
he fought as Jong as bis ammunition lasted ; but be- 
ing atlength overpowerec by such an immense 
number of the foe, he and those with him, werc 
either massacred or made prisoners; and from 
the blood thirsty characterof theenemy, it is fear 
ed the first of these disasters bas befallen them, 
and under circumstance of aygravated cruelty.— 
Although 14 days had elapsed afier the dc pariure 
of this Expedition, no intelligence of Sir Charles 
or the Merchants had reacaed the Cape when the 
| Elizabeth left that coast. It has been surmised, 
| that the Ashantees hac been instigated totheir late 
| ill conduct by some foreign traders in the neigh- 
| bouring district, on account of the exertions of ihe 
British in intercepting the African Slave Trade. 








AFFECTING INCIDENT.

Those 
opinions clearly are that not only the trustees, but 
allthe managers of the institution, are liable to 
make good the deficiency: and each of the trus- 
tees and managers, has accordingiy been called 
upon to sontribute 11/. as his respective share of 
what the bank would otherwise lose by the late 
treasurer’s insolvency.
